PEACE TREATY 
WILL BE READY 
BY WEEK END 


Latest Reports Are That Secret 
Plenary Session Will Be 
Held 


PARIS, April 27.—Tt wae stated in 
French circles tonight that the peace 
conference would be ready to present 
the peace treaty to the Germans Fri- 
day or Saturday of this week, The 
drafting committee worked through- 
out the entire day today while the 
members of the Council. of Three were 

jtaking a respite from conference 
work. 
The French. idea .le.that.sho.text 
of the treaty is nearly completed. The 
military and naval sections have been 
finished, with the exception of the sit- 
uation as regards the Kiel Canal and 
some secondary points. 

Aside from the disposition of Kiao- 
Chau, which some of the delegates 
are confident will be settled tomor-'‘ 
row, there remains to be settled con- 
clusively, questions of the customs 
regime in the Duchy of Luxembourg, 
the disposition of the German cable 
lines and the repatriation of German 
prisoners of war. The report of the 
special commission on the latter ques- 
tion is expected tomorrow, 

It was said tonight that all the other 
problems had been solved and draft- 
ed into the articles of the traety, in- 
cluding the control of the west bank 
of the Rhine 

The latest reports are that a secret 
plenary session will be held Thursday 
or Friday evening for communica- 
tion of the terms to the allied and as- 
sociated powers.

Surgeons who were summoned re- 
ported after an examination that two 
ot Mr. Gompers ribs had been fractur- 
ed, his right hip sprained, and that 
he had suffered severe body contu- 
sion, Despite his advanced age, sixty- 
nine years, the doctors declared that 
there wag no likelihood of the injuries 
proving fatal,

“Italy, Fiume, Dalmatia” went to the 
railway station or lined themeelves 
along the thoroughfares which Premier 
Orlando would have to pass in his 
way from the station to the ministry 
of the interior. All the cabinet minis- 
ters in Rome, high officials of state, 
the prefeocts, Prince Colonna, the may- 
or of Rome, and 300 senators and 
deputies gathered inside the station 
to.. receive the -m Por 
than’ an hour the automobiles con- 
taining Premier Orlando, General Diaz 
and Signor Barzflal was so surrounded 
by the immense crowd outside the 
station, thatgit could not move. The 
premier add ing the crowd which 
greeted him, said: “It is not time for 
fine language. In the face of the 
world, which is judging us, we muet 
have firmness and a calm, serene con- 
science,

Decision Well Considered 

“The decision must be a well-con- 
sidered one. Food supplies are fail- 
ing us, but Italy, which has known 
hunger, has never known dishonor. I 
do not conceal from you the danger 
of this very critical hour, (Cries of 
“We will face anything’). 

“I am with you,” continued the 
premier, “a brother among brothers, 
and also a chief who asks to obey 
and follow the will of the people. It 
may be that we shall find ourselves 
alone, but Italy must be united and 
have a single will, Italy will not 
perish,” 

At the conclusion of the address, 
the premier was given an ovation, 
General Diaz and Signor Barzilai, one 
of the peace delegates, then spoke 
and were cheered by the soldiers and 
sailors, Prince Colonna, mayor of 
Rome, asserted that there was com- 
plete solidarity of the people of Rome 
and of Italy with the government. 

Premier Orlando, General Diaz, 
Prince Colonna and Signor Barzilai 
entered motor cars and a procession 
was formed, which proceeded to the 
Royal Palace in Quirinal Square. 

At the palace the party joined the 
King, Queen and Crowr Prince on 
the balcony and the entire group was 
acclaimed with enthusiasm by the as- 
semblage below.

Brig.-General Griesbah Promises Support if He Can See How Money 
Can Be Raised — Meeting Was Unanimous in Favor of Cash 
Bonus — Strong Speech Made by Vice-President Waiatell of 


Calgary

port it." Such was Brig.-Gen,. Gries- 
bach’s reply to the most momentous 
question of the afternoon put before 
him at the largest meeting of return- 
ed soldiers ever conducted in Edmon- 
ton, which was held in the Empire 
theatre on Sunday, The question was 
regarding the $2,000 cash bonus for 
returned men, 

The building was packed tot the 
doors and many were the veterans 
who could not be accomodated. Prac- 
tically every returned man in Edmon- 
ton endeavored to attend yosterday’s 
meeting. All were anxious to hear 
General Griesbach. He spoke and 
answered questions for about two 
hours and while he impressed them 
with his sincerity on matters dealt 
with, it was fully apparent that his 
attitude toward granting of the cash 
bonus did not meet with the approval 
of those present. 

Three projosals to indemnify re- 
turned men were placed before the 
meeting by General Griesbach. The 
first was an extension of the land get- 
tlement proposition which would be 
so enlarged as to proyide monies to 
men not wishing to carry on farming 
but who wished to enter business in 
some other phase of endeavor or 
wished capital with which to con- 
struct a home. ‘The second. was a 
scheme whereby the state would as- 
sume a life liability for the man who 
had served his country and the third 
was the $2,000 cash bonus., Either of 
the first two schemes, the general 
thought, would be practicable, but he 
expressed doubts as to the third, In 
the choice, General Griesbacly urged 
that returned men use sane and 
thoughtful consideration. 

But the meeting clearly proved 
the sentiments and desires of veter- 
ans and the two thousand cash bonus 
gave full evidence as to which of the 
three proposals were likely to meet 
with their approval, Speakers pres- 
ent, apart from: the’ general, explain- 
ed that the matter had already re- 
ceived their “sane and thoughtful’ 
attention. They could not see many 
difficulties in the way of granting the 
bonus, saying that if the money did 
not come from the indemnity levelled 
against Germany then it could come 
from the state by money raised 
through the issue of bonds or the 
many other ways and means present- 
ing themselves, 

General Griesbach opened his re-

and continued by dealing with the 
problems at present confronting the 
country. 

Even Here Conditions Serious 

“We find the world at this moment 
convylsed with unrest, international 
disputes, stoppage of industry, 9 c'ass 
disorder 4nd staggering under a finan- 
cial burden,” said General Griesbach, 
“In Canada we are ina better position 
than most countries, but even our 
condition is serious.” He then spoke 
of the financial condition of Canada 
prior to the war and in regard to the 
way in which the country found it- 
self at the present time. 

“The problem of reconstruction is 
the great thing now,” he remarked, 
and continued, “there are several of- 
fers made to returned men. There 
are land and various other schemes 
including the matter of government, 
But I find that the government has 
failed to fulfil its obligation toward 
the returned man and I say that it 
is making a mistake if it limits its 
recognition only to those who wish 
to go on the land, I find that there 
is no proposal for the man who does 
not wish to farm and this matter is 
one that will receive my immediate 
attention in Ottawa,

He con- 
sidered that it should have been one 
of the first duties of the government 
to place as its basic principles the 
provision for old «7 and incapacity 
‘oncerning the soldier, It was his 
Opinion that uw man having been @ 
soldier should be considered and pro- 
vided for by the state, In the case of 
infirmity, not only now but for the 
whole of his lifetime. “If a man has 
been a soldier, has fought for his 
country, the state should stand be- 
hind him and keep him from the poor 
house. I am speaking for the future 
and it is toward the future that I 
turn your attention at the present 
time,” the general remarked, 
The Bonus Proposal 

Continuing he said: “With the in- 
auguration of such a proposal every 
man would be relieved of the anxiety 
concerning the provision for old age 
and the liability, The caring for a 
man or his dependents in this man- 
ner would be apread over a number 
of years. I think that a proposal 
such as this would be met more fav- 
orably by the government than the 
granting of money now. 

“The money proposition is a large 
one and entails a big obligation and 
at this time we must consider what 
is best for the country and likewise 
what is best for the soldier. The pro- 
posal of the cash payment is no doubt 
a very attractive one. The desiro for 
the payment is also great but I would 
like to say this—that the difference 
between the desire and the accom- 
plishment {s a very different one and 
I would not advise you to spend the 
money before you get it. 

“To pay out this cash grant, it 
would mean an expenditure to the 
government of not less than $800,- 
600,000 and it might be as high as

General Griesbach next gave a few 
instances of what he considered lack 
of consideration excercised by those 
who have propounded schemes for the 
raising of the financial necessities to 
meet the obligation of the cash bonus 
scheme. One man, he said, had want- 
ed ‘the munition profiteers taxed on 
supposed profits, which acoording to 
the man broaching the proposal, were 
greater that the total amount of the 
cost of all munitions exported by Cen- 


ada. 
Thought Idea Excellent. 


Concituding his remarks, the Gen- 
eral etated that he did not condemn 
the $2,000 policy as it stood. He 
thought the idea excellent, but con- 
sidered that the veterans would have 
to have better and more firmer argu- 
ments to meet the approval of the 
government. As a member of the 
federal house, he said, that it was 
necessary that the dewires of veterans 
be sane an@ reasonabie and he asked 
them to do nothing that would sepa- 
rate them from the confidence that 
the people at home piaced in them. 

City Veterans Favor Proposal. 

Dr. Collins, president of the local 
association and chairman of the meet- 
Ing outlined ‘the purposes of the money 
echeme and of the plans as laid down.

He told those present at the 
meeting that what they goi for being 
patriotic was the “consolation” that 
the alien who etayed at home drew 
his five to ten dollars a day as the 
result of thriving induviries produced 
by the war. 

Ways and Means Secondary, 

He considered that the ways and 
means of raising the money necessary | 
were almost a secondary consideration | 
and wanted to know why the gov-| 
ernment could not issue bonds similar 
to those during the war, He estimat- 
ed that bonds stretched over a period | 
of ten years would mean that the 
taxpayers would pay two and one 
half cents per day which he thought 
was pretty smal! for the insurance 
of peace. The future generation, if 
necessary could redeem the money, 
he waid and he thought that they 
would be proud to do 60, 

Mr. Walstell was not in favor of 
getting something ready for death, 
Making a provision for life was the 
matter he thought should be consid- 
ered at the present time. 

All Favor Money Proposal. 

Other speakers all favored the 
money proposal and the meeting | 
again endorsed the resolution pasved | 
at Calgary in favor of the scheme. 

In regard to the equality of pen- 
sions, Gefteral Griesbach stated that 
he was not in favor of a fixed and 
equal standard giving as his reason 
the difference in responsibility of rank. 
“Whe you are able to put all soldiers 
on a like basis of $1.10 per day, then 
I will be in favor of an equality of 
pensions’ he remarked, He favored 
the absolute exclusion of enemy aliens 
from government positions and con- 
cluded by giving his assurance that he

PARIS, April 26—This has e 
one of the most anxious days nertha 
peace conference, with all eyes turn- 
ed toward Rome. While work pro- 
ceeded on the final details of the 
treaty before the meeting with the 
German delegates at Versailles, yet 
the absorbing topic everywhere was 
the Ltailan issue and the effect it had 
in store for the conference.

United States feeling ruling high. The 
departure of Baron Sonnino and Sig- 
nor Salandra at two o'clock this-after- 
noon for Rome took the last of Italy's 
plenipotentiaries from the scene of the 
negotiations, leaving only subordin- 
ates, without power of action. 

,, President Wilson joined the United 
States delegation at the hotel Decril- 
lon .at two o'clock for a conference 
and. then returned to his residence 
for a renewal of the council» with 
premiers Clemenceau and Lloyd Geo-

Relations Begins Inquiry at 
Victoria, B.C. 


LITTLE INTEREST TAKEN 


On Monday Employees and Mem. 
bers of Board of Trade to 
Be Heard 


VICTORIA, B.C, April 27.—Some 
phases of the present industrial situa- 
tion in Victoria from the standpoint 
of labor were presented to the Royal 
Commission on industrial returns of 
which Chief Justice Mathers of Win- 
nipeg is chairman, which opened ite 
sessions here last night. 

There was only a slim attendance of 
representatives of labor and one or two 
others, On Monday employers and 
members of the board of trade wiil 
|be heard. ‘ 
| Robert Donachie representing .the 
carpenters and mill employees, was 
the first witness, He referred to the 
efforts made recently to eliminate 
Orientale from working In the mills 
and the fixing of a ware scale there 
and claimed labor found it difficult 
to enter into any negotiations on the 
subject with the employers. Thero 
were nine mills employing 2,000 Orl- 
entals in the Victoria district. It waa 
Proposed to substitute white help for 
Orientals, he sald, 

Want Cleah Sweep of Oriental« 

“Does your request ‘embrace a clean 


sweep of the Orientals?” Asked 
Chairman Mather@, 
| “Absolutely,” was the reply. ‘There 
}are some 2,500 whites idle in Vic- 
jtoria,” 

The witness stated that with some 
rare exceptions employers of labor 
in this district have confidence in or 


ganized labor. So far as the sawmills 
Were concerned sanitary conditions 
| were very bad and he believed the law 
prohibiting any but whites from oper-

Witness replied that the lack of 
s@empoyment and the insesarity cf 
existence undoubtedly was the chiocf 
cause, 


He considered that M-was the duty 
jof the state in some way to guarant*¢ 
to the individual employment and 
that he should not become on objec- 
tive of charity. 

A. R, Berry, a member of ‘the car- 
pentery union, sald there were 1,000 


returned soldiers out of work in Vic- 
‘toria at present. He impressed upon 
the commission the neceasity of em- 
ployment for all returned men and 
civilians. He urged the nationallva- 
tion of basic Industries. He be'leved 


that employers in many industriey are

To Mr. Moore's further question as 
to how far he thought, under a eys- 
tem of joint control of an industry, 
labor should have authority, Mr. Berry 
remarked: “All the way.” Produc- 
tion from bottom ‘to top, he believe |, 
should be in the control of labor, He 
asserted the safety of the workers 
was not being considered in industries 
and that youths and many women are 
being employed. He claimed the co- 
operative system in force in Engiand 
would not mend the situation for it

CRITICIZED 


Alberta. Mortgage Loans Associa- 
tion Takes Objection to Some 
New Enactments 


A meeting of the Mortgage Loans 
Association of the Province of Al- 
berta, was held in the Ma 
Friday last There were twenty mem- 
bers of the association present, re- 
presenting the same number of com- 
panies who are carrying on loan and 
‘trust business in the Province. 

Theaesociationis formed for the 
purpose of considering any proposed 
or existing legislation affecting the 
taxation of lands. real estate mort- 
gages the taxation of companies 
and tn addition euch other subjects 
of common interest to loan and trust 
companies as may arise from ‘time to 
time., also the creating and maintain- 
ing of mutual confidence between the 
loaning companies, the borrowing pub- 
lic, and securing the united action by 
all loan companies jn connection with 
the proposed or existing legislation so 
as to obtain the best possible laws in 
the general interest of borrower and 
lendor. 

The officers elected for the current 


year are: William Toole. Calgary, 
Honorary President; W. T. Creigh- 
ton, Edmonton, President; H. A. 


Howard, Calgary, Vice President; EB. C. 
Pardee, Edmonton, Secretary. 

During the meeting recent legisia- 
tion passed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment was taken up and considered. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously passed at the meeting: “That 
in the opinion of this association, re- 
cent statutory enactments by the legis- 
lature of this Province, especialiy a- 
mendments to the Land Titles Act, 
and particularly in ‘their retroactive 
e@spects, constitute serious and un- 
warranted interference in the con- 
tract rights between borrowers and 
lenders, that, in particular, ‘the re- 
striction upon the enforcement of the 
personal covenant in mortgages has 
already had-a prejudicial effect upon 
the attitude of loan companies and 
investors towards this province in re- 
stricting outside capita! available for 
investment in the province, and from 
time to time, this effect will become 
more pronounced; that the eerious 
consequences of this should be clearly 
understood by the citizens generally; 
that the co-operation of farmers’ or- 
ganizations, boards of trade, and other 
representative organizations be sought 
and that the Dominion Mortgage & 
Investment Association of Toronto, be 
asked to place itself on record in sup- 
port of the movement.” 

It was also resolved, that, whereas, 
under the present procedure of the 
succession Duties Department of the 
various (Provinces, deceased estates 
in some cases may be assessed in more 
than one province for succession 
duties, in respect to current assets, 
this association recommends to the 
Dominion Mortgage & Investment As- 
eociation (Parent Association) that 
steps be taken to endeavor to have 
the various provinces agree on a unl- 
form method of assessment of succes- 
sion duties so as to avoid any duplica- 
tion of such assessments.

Two settlers from 
Saskatchewan have located at the 
crossing of Heart river by the Peace 
River trail about 22 miles west of 
town. They have 500 head of cattle. 
Grouard Takes Exception 

Grouard town takes exception to 
the claim that Grande Prairie is the 
most northerly incorporated town in 
the province. Grande Prairie is in 
Township 71 and Grouard in Town- 
ship 75. Grouard was incorporated a 
number of years ago, during the hap- 
py days of the boom—and has been 
suffering for it since. But the town 
has no bonded Indebtedness, in which 
it is better off than most towns of 
that era. Business is improving and 
prospects are good.: Every house in 
the town is occupied. The business 
enterprises include five general stores; 
Hudson’s Bay company, Revillon 
Freres, V. Maurice & Co., J. O. Gir- 
oux and Mr. Morneau. H. Lacroix 
sells groceries and provisions. A drug 
store is képt by Dr. Gauthier. There 
are two fruit and candy stores. There 
is a branch of the Bank of Hochelagea. 
Two hotels, kept by J. L. Lavasseur 
and George Morin; two restaurants, 
two barber shops, two auto ge#rages 
and two livery feed and sale stables. 
Several gas boats for fishing and Plea- 
sure purposes are being built by Lieut. 
Novion, a Belgian who served with the 
British army. 

Much Hay Shipped South 

The hay cut last summer in the 
great marshes southwest of Grouard 
has nearly all been shipped south. The 
haul from the hay marsh io the rail- 
way at Enilda is about 11 miles. 

Seeding is well under way in the 
district, and there is no snow on the 
ground.

Fish! August ist 

The fishing season commences on

August ist, but may be postponed | 
until the 15th on account of the large 
stocks of fish in storage at the con- 
suming market. 

Last winter's fishing was disastrous 
for the men engaged. The Jones Fish 
company and Mr. Bentley shipped fish 
from Whitefish Lake, and the Western 
Canada Fish & Froduce Co. and 
Morin & Giroux from Trout Lake. 

Some seven or eight cars were ship- 
ped. The eastern fish market broke 
about the middle of the fishing season, 
making it impossible to realize on the 
output. The companies engaged prac- 
tically lost all they put in. 

The slump in price and failure of 
demand was particularly hard on the 
companies working from Trout lake. 
These lakes are about 75 miles north- 
east of Whitefish, and Whitefish is 
about 60 miles from Enilda station. 
The total haul from Trout or Peerless 
lakes was therfore about 125 miles. 
The freight charge was from two cents 
to three and a half cents a pound. 
Last winter was the first time an at- 
tempt was made to fish the Peerless 
lakes commercially. Seventy-five 
miles of sleigh road had to be cut 
from Whitefish. The road cutting 
was in progress when the ‘flu struck 
the gangs at work. A number of men 
died and the work was disorganized 
for a time. However, !t was pushed 
on, and at last fishing and shipping 
began. The catch wag good and the 
fish excellent, Including large lake 
trout, whitefish and pickerel. Just as 
things got going nicely the bottom 
dropped out of the market and fish 
could not be sold in Chicago for what 
the companies had paid the fishmen 
at the lake. The operations of last 
winter were certainly a bad blow to 
the fishing industry of the north. 

Many of the Grouard soldiers have 
returned. Most of them have applied 
for loans under the Soldiers’ Settle- 
ment act.

R. R. Leitch, circulation manager 
for eight years of the Edmonton 
Journal, died at the General Hospital 
Sunday afternoon from complications, 
following inflenza, which he contract 
ed 10 days ago. 

Besides his executive ability as a 
circulation manager, Mr. Leitch de- 
voted his time largely to esocial wel- 
fare work among the news and car- 
rier boys and one of his notable 
achievements was the establishment 
of the newsboys summer camp at 
Alberta beach on the shores of Lac 
St. Anne.

It was high-handed outrage on 
he part of the Dominion Govern- 
nent to seize the Grand Trunk 
Pacific main line when it was not 
n default, it was much worse to 
seize the branches.

That governmest, therefore, had a 
lirect intereyé in the main line. 
But it had/given no guarantees 
and advanged no cash on the 
pranches? The branches were held 
vy a byAnch line company. The 

rovigée held the only govern- 
menfél interest there was in the 
brgmch lines through their guar- 
yateem And yet the Dominion 
Jovernment not only seized the 
ranches, but the monies in their 
reasury, earned and set aside for 
he payment of the interest aeceru- 
ng on the bonds. Having seized 
he money that was in effect the 
vroperty of the province, they 
hen called upon the provinee to 
nay the interest, as though the 
sompany had defaulted in the pay- 
nent—which the company had 


10t. 
The transaction is as absurd as 
\t is outrageous—unless the intent 


is simply to destroy the Grand 
Trunk Pacific as a railway system, 
The province holds a first mort- 
gage on both branch lines as secur- 
ity for their guarantee. 
they have to pay interest on the 
bonds, they in due course become 
owners of the roads. So far as 
the Tofield-Calgary branch is con- 
cerned, the province can’t lose in 
the transaction. It is a good pay- 
ing property, and is so situated 
that if it comes into the Provin- 
cial Government’s hands, it can 
almost certainly be leased for op- 
eration to the C.P.R., whose lines 
touch or cross it at three points 
between Edmonton and Calgary. 
So far as that line is concerned the 
situation is safe for the Provin- 
cial Government, no matter what 
the Dominion may wish to do. 

The Bickerdike -Lovatt branch 
connects with both the C.N.R. and 
G.T.P., 140 miles west of Edmon- 
ton. Edmonton is the nearest 
C.P.R. point. But it is solely a 
coal road. Both the C.N.R. and 
G.T.P. need the coal from the 
mines along it. Of course, a gov- 
ernment may do almost anything 
—especially such a government as 
we have at Ottawa just now. But 
they would scarcely refuse coal 
because it came from mines owned 
by the government of Alberta. 
And if they take the coal the line 
will pay, so that the province does 
not stand to suffer loss. But the 
situation demands attention and 
the Premier and the Attorney- 
General are on the way to Ottawa 
to attend to it. 


IF— 

On the day after the armistice was 
signed the call for the meeting at 
Paris of the representatives of the 
victorious Allies had been sent out, 
the peace conference might have 
commenced its sessions on Decem- 
ber Ist. 

If the question of peace terms 
to Germany had been made the 
matter of first consideration the 
peace treaty might well have been 
signed by December 31st, 1918. 

If peace with Germany had been 
signed quickly the details of 
peace with the allies of Germany 
might have been drawn out as long 
as the circumstances demanded 
without serious damage to the in- 
terests of the western Allies. 

If peace had been signed by De- 
cember 31st, demobilization could 
have begun by gan. “Ist® of this 
year and might have proceeded in 
an orderly and well regulated 
manner. 

If the soldiers had had the as- 
surance that the chief enemy had 
formally acknowledged defeat be- 
fore they left the scene of war, 
they would have been more con- 
tent with the conditions of demob- 
ilization and the governments of 
the countries concerned would 
have had a clearer course in effect- 
ing demobilization and therefore 
the conditions would have been 
very much better for the returning 
men. 

If the treaty with Germany had 
been quickly signed the joy of vic- 
torious peace would have lessened 
the natural tendency to political 
and social unrest. 

If Germany had promptly ac- 
knowleged defeat and accepted the 
peace conditions imposed—as she 
would have done with the allied 
armies still in the field—the busi- 
ness uncertainty and industrial 
unrest amongst the Allied nations 
which must continue until the 
question of war is settled would 
have been displaced by reconstruc- 
tion activities and today the world 
would have been that much nearer 
re-establishment on a normal basis. 

If the morale of the troops in the 
field and of the people at home 
had been maintained by prompt 
action in securing peace with Ger- 
many, the elements of disturbance 
would not have been encouraged 
as they have been by delay. 

If prompt action had been taken 
in making peace with Germany 
the Allies would have realized all 


the advantages that their sacri- 
fices were made to secure, 
BUT— 

When the armistice was signed 
the peace conference was not 
called. 

Premier Lloyd George took a 


month to run a won-the-war elec- 
tion in Britain. 

President Wilson made a pre- 
liminary trip across the Atlantic 
to receive the homage paid his 
country for its services in the Al- 
lied cause. 

The meeting of the peace con- 
ference waited week after week 
while these great men played their 


tive personal and partizan advan- 
tage. 

During this period of useless de- 
lay the soldiers became restive and 
demanded to be sent home, 

The people in the home countries 
became restive and the always 
present agents of unrest became 
active in stimulating turmoil. 

Demobilization of the armies 
was begun without any definite 
policy as to who should be first to 
go and last to stay. Consequently 
there was indecision, counter or-

ders, inefficiency, and confusion. 
A sénse of injustice was created in 
the minds of many of the soldiers, 
which became manifest in the Kin-

Every battalion that left Europe 
weakened the position of the Al- 
lies in fixing terms of peace with 
Germany and _ correspondingly 
strengthened the position of Ger- 
many in resisting proper punish- 
ment for her crimes. 

Such vast armies could not 
be held in the field if and when 
there was no active war. It was the 
business ofthe Allied governments 
to rush the peace treaty while the 
soldiers could be held in the field 
and their people at home kept 
solid behind them. 

World industry depends on 
world finance. World finance can- 
not function normally in war time. 
Not until the war is actually over, 
and is known to be over, can world 
finance enable the resumption of 
world industry, Every day of en- 
forced national idleness is a stu- 
pendous economic loss, Every day 
the decision of the peace confer- 
ence is delayed uncountable finan- 
cial loss accrues, industrial unrest 
is stimulated and the burden of 
after-war reconstruction is in- 
creased. 


AND— 

Not only was there delay in call- 
ing the conference but there has 
been even more culpable delay in 
dealing with its main purpose. In- 
stead of settling the German ques- 
tion first, every other question 
seems to have taken precedence 
over that of the terms to be fixed 
with Germany. In the result the 
breach with Italy has occurred on 
the very eve of the arrival of the 
German representatives to receive 
the terms of peace. Already the 
Lloyd George slogans of ‘‘Hang 
the Kaiser,’’ and ‘‘Make Germany 
Pay’’ have been changed into the 
Wilson principles of ‘‘No punish- 
ments,’ ‘‘No annexations and no 
indemnities.’’ This was while the 
four greater Allies stood together. 
With one of them out of the con- 
ference it can only be expected 
that the original demands on Ger- 
many will be still further minim- 
ized. Had the terms of peace been 
decided while the Allied forces 
were still in the field with the full 
support of the several nations be- 
hind them, Germany’s part in the 
treaty would have been ‘‘Please 
sign on the dotted line.’’ But with 
the armies in large part demobi- 
lized and the remainder in the 
field discontented because of be- 
ing held there, with unrest at home 
and in all corners of the earth, the 
position of Germany is much more 
favorable. 

The people of theseveral Allied 
nations who have made the sacri- 
fices that won the war have a right 
to ask their several representa- 
tives for proof that the delay 
which has resulted so greatly to 
the advantage of Germany was 
not pre-arranged by them for the 
benefit of Germany. There have 
been instances of national treach- 
ery in international diplomacy be- 
fore. The facts are against the re- 
presentatives of Britain and the 
United States. The course followed 
by the peace conference is, at least, 
an indication that the ‘‘Hidden 
Hand”’ in England is not a myth.

In the eve:ut of 
the creditors going twigment against 
B, they could not, of course, seize his 
homestead nor could they attach his 
soldiers’ grant. Of course, if he had 
money in a bank or other depository, 
his creditors could garnishee if they 
learn where the money is.

Warsaw, April 26.—The first Polish troops that entered 
Vilna in the recent capture of that city, were cavalry, under 
the command of Lieut.-Col. Belina. The fight continued in 
the streets, where the Bolshevik organized a frantic resist- 
ance: 


General Pilsudski, head of the Polish state, and General 
Szehtycki, in command of the Lithuanian front, made their en- 
try-on Saturday night.

The chief features of the Polish campaign were the cap- 
ture of Lida, the taking of Baronovichi and the fall of Vilna. 
Lida was defended by 7,000 men belonging to the Bolshevist 
forces, principally Letts and sailors.

BOTTOM’S BIG SCHEME. 


W. R. Bottom, chairman of the 
Industrial Development committee 
of the Board of Trade, has been 
delving into the possibilities for 
the establishment of new indus- 
tries in Edmonton and Northern 
Alberta, particularly with refer. 
ence to its bearing upon the indus- 
trial congress which will be held 
in Alberta this summer and has 
unearthed some interesting manu- 
facturing prospects, He says that 
there is apparently something 
real big behind the resources in 
the Fort McMurray region ,and 
quoted a prominent local financier 
to the effect that a sample ton of 
tar sands from that section had 
been sent to England, where it 
had been subjected to a new pro- 
cess by which gasolene had been 
extracted, and the statement is 
that from the ton of sands no less 
than 40 gallons of high grade 
gasolene had been secured and 
that the cost of operation amount- 
ed to only a few cents a gallon; so 
small a cost, in fact, that it seems 
dangerous to actually quote the 
figure,

MORE ABOUT THE “BIT.” 


The appeal published in this 
column for information regarding 
the origin of the term ‘Two Bits” 
has met with a response from 
our kind friend, N. 8S, Fraser, of 
Lucerne, B.C,, who writes as fol- 
lows: 

“When British Columbia was a 
Crown Colony, using the English 


system of coinage the six-pence 
piece became known as a “bit” 
because its purchasing power was 
practically nil, the coin not being 
in general use, 

“Two bits made one shilling and 
four bits one florin which made 
figuring very easy for the natives. 
When the American system of 
coinage came into use and coins 
smaller than a shilling or 25-cent 
pieces were accepted by all, the 10 
cent piece was known as a short 
bit and a sixpence as a long bit. 

“The term ‘bit’ for the smaller 
coin generally disappeared with 
the disappearance of the six- 
pence, but the terms for other 
coins has come into general use 
and is recognized all over the con- 
tinent.” 

Mr, Fraser, however, isn’t going 
to have it all his own way by any 
means, H. M. E. Evans, ex- 
mayor knows something about 
finances, as everyone will admit 
and he rises to remark that the 
“Bit” is a Latin-American product. 
He says that one “Real” (pro- 
nounced re-al all a samce “you 
know me, Al’) is equivalent to 
12% cents, and that in all the 
Iatin-American countries this 
form of currency is in common 
use.
